for that in the ſame Letter it is inſinuated by a repetition 
to have been the ſole duty of the Lord Penſionary Coun- 
cellor, eſpecially when you ſhall pleaſe to call to mind that 
in matters of much greater import than is that of ſhutting 
and opening the Doors of the Aſſembly place, the faid 
Councellor Penſionary hath been uſed oftentimes to take 
the reſalution of the Aſſembly as concluded,without moving 
thequeſtion round to every particular Member, when none 
of the Members have objeted any thing againſt what was 
moved. As to the ſecond point concerning the preſence or 
abſence of the Lords Hooft and Hop during the opening 
and debate on the aforeſaid Letter, I defire you will con- 
ſider that it is not onely uſed in all Collegiate Aſſemblies that 
thoſe on whoſe matters the debate is, when they are Mem- 
bers of the fame Aſſembly, ſhould abſent themſelves during 
theſaid Debate, to Jeaveuntothe reſt a freedom in debate of 
the ſaid matter, togive their ſentiments free and undiſtur- 
bed ; and that alſo the inftruftions of moſt Collegiate Af 
ſemblies are tothat end directed, and that it hath alſo been 
a very ancient cuſtome in the aſſembly of the Lords the 
States that not onely thoſe in whoſe. matters particular de- 
bates and reſolutions are to be had, are to abſent themſelves 
trom "that Aſſembly, but that alſo the abſence hath been 
commanded of thote that were their nigheſt relations, not- 
withſtanding' their quality in that preſent Aſſembly; yea 
that even the Lords deputed to that Afſembly by the ſingle 
notice given by the then'Lord Councellor Penſionary-.. of 
Holland. re accuſtomed” to abfent when in the Afembly 
any debates were to_be had cancerning the Cities. from 
whence they were deputed; yea alſo in ſuch an occafion 
when all the members of the faid Aſſembly having, onthe

are to deliver the charge of the Lords their Principals in 
which the preſence of ſuch Members could make no change, 
yea, that the deputed Lords of fuch Cities deſiring not to 
be abſent out of the Aſſembly that they might onely hear 
the Lords Principals of the other Members; notwith- 
ſtanding they have been neceſſitated to obey the orders 
given them to abſent, although it were but by the plurality 
of the Votes of the other Members, and that ſeveral of the 
other Members declared themſelves free to utter their 
minds 1n preſence of thoſe Members which were ordered to 
abſent. The Aſſembly of their Lordſhips have judged it 
neceſſary in matters of the leaſt importance, and therefore 
as an expreſs reſolution have cauſed it to be regiſtred, v7z. 
that each oneconcerning whom as tothe diſtribution of any 
Office or place, it was deliberated, that during that deli- 
beration he ſhould be abſent, to leave them free to their de- 
liberation. It is true that the Lord Marſveenr Burgo- 
maſter of the ſaid City and deputed to the Aſſembly, pro- 
teſted to be ignorant of all the-correſpondencies mentioned 
in that Letter; and that the Lord old Burgomaſier Yas 
= had faid that the faid Lords ZZooft and Hop had 
'done nothing without order, but 'tis alſo true that that 
Order could not qualifie the ſaid Lords Zooft and Hop du- 
ring the faid deliberation to be prefent in the Aſſembly, 
ſince by reaſon and very ancient cuſtome in ſuch a caſe 
all thoſe who had participated in the ſame matter, yea alſo 
all the Lords deputed of that City ought to have-abſented 
themſelves if the Lords the Members of the Aſſembly had in-

Bur it isfaid the Lords Zooft and"Fop were not particu- 
larly named in the faid Letter of the Count D' Avaux, none 
but the Lords of Amſterdam being therein expreſſed, and 


when the Lord Counceflor Penſionary faid to them that on ! 
thewsy of the-writing of the ſaid Letter they had been _ 
| ; on 
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houſe of the ſaid Embaſſadour, they proved they were then 
elſewhere. It were in truth to be wiſhed, that when they 
would make known matters of that nature to Members of 
the Government for their diſcharge, they. ſhould then de- 
clare the truth thereof without any- colouring ; it is true 
that the faid Lords ZZooft and Xopare not mentioned in the 
faid Letter by name, and that therein is onely expreſt 
Meſreurs D' Amſterdam the Lords of Amſterdam, but it 
is alſo true that what in the Letter of the ſaid Embaſladour 
is mentioned muſt have been tranſacted by theſe Lords of 
Amfterdam, who had ſpoke with the ſaid Lord Embaſla- 
dour of France ; fince thoſe who had:not ſpoken with the 
ſaid Embaſſadour, by the name of Mefeurs d' Amſterdam, the 
Lords of Amſterdam, 'whochad told him thus, as is expreſsd 
in the Letter, could-not be-comprehended. Now it is true 
and acknowledged as well by the Lords of Amſterdam as by 
the Lords Zoft and F7op, that the ſame Lords Hooft and Hop 
were the ſame who had ſpoken with the Lord Embaſſadour, 
and Iknow none that ſhall juſtly judge, but will find a dif- 
ference therein, whether the ſaid Lord Embaſſadour in the 
aforeſaid Letter ſhould have named the faid Lords Zooft 
and Zop, or that he ſhould ſay the Lords of Amſterdam, 
had told me thus, when it muſt be conſtrued from the ac- 
knowledgment ofthe ſaid Lords, that the ſaid Lords Hooft 
and Zop were the ſame who at that time were with him 
and ſpoke with him without being able to. name any others; 
and although it be true that the faid Lords Fooft and Hop 
when the Lord Penſionary Councellor asked them if on the 
Sunday when the Letter was written they had not been 
at his houſe, they anſwered in the Negative, and could prove 
themſelves to have been elſewhere.; but it is alſo true the 
ſaid Lord Penfionary was miſtaken in the day, and that 


the ſaid Lords acknowledged to have been'the day before; 
namely, Saturday, with the faid Lord Embaſkdour, and

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ſpoke to him as he expreſly hath mentioned it in the ſaid 
Letter, and I leave it to your judgment whether in this they 
proceeded with the required ſincerity when they carp at the 
miſ-expreſlion of the day, when the truth of their ſpeaking 
to the Embaſſadour and the time thereof and their own con- 
feſſion may conſiſt together. When now the reſolution of 
the Lords the States and the practice thereon ſucceeding 
expreſly infer that thoſe whoſe affair was in deliberation 
before the Aſſembly ought.to abſent during thoſe delibera- 
tions, and that by the confeſſion as. well of the Lords of 
Amſterdam as of the ſaid Lords Hooft and Hop it appeateth 
that they are the fame who had ſpoke with the faid Embaſſa- 
dour, and that it is therefore their caſe that is” in debate ; 
and that the faid Lords took the power to be preſent 
notwithſtanding many of the Members were of judgment 
that they ſhould conform to the aforeſaid reſolution and 
pradtice ; and I judge that all impartial men will adjudge

Concerning the third point, to wit the ſealing up of the 
aforeſaid Papers,, the aforeſaid Lords Burgomaſters and 
Common-council of Amfterdam have as little reaſon tocom- 
pan as they have concerning the ſhutting-of the doors be- 

mentioned ; or the required abſence of the Lords. Zoofr

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and Zo, but that this may the better appear we muſt of 
neceſſity touch ſomewhat nearer the matter giving occaſion 
to that reſolution of theirs for Sealing up the toreſaid Papers, 
which was this; that their Lordſhips perceived out ot the 
forementioned Letter of theſaid Embaſſadourthat what was 
written was not to a prjvate friend to whom a man might 
write his ſentiment as he pleaſed, but that itwas writ to the 
King his Maſter to whom he was obliged to give an exact 
account of all his negotiations, and whom he ought not nor 
could abuſe, and writ to him of ſeveral matters, concerning 
which he ſaid to have treated with the Lords of Amfterdam, 
and that he judged them of ſuch importance that to the end 
the King his Maſter mightalſobe informed thereof , he ſent 
that Letter with an expreſs Poſt by one of his own dome- 
ſticks ; ſo that what is charged on the Lords of 4Amferdam 
was not founded on a ſuppoſition or on the ſaying of athird 
perſon, but on the Letter of an Embaſſadour writ to his 
King, to whom he is obliged to give an account of all his 
Negotiations, and not of that which was related to him by 
a third perſon, or what he leatned accidentally, 'but of 
ſomething that himſelf in perſon had treated with the faid 
Lords of Amſterdam alſo in perſon, and whereon he ex- 
pected farther order in anſwer from the faid King his Maſter, 
I need not, Sir, acquaint you with the duty of an Embaſſa+ 
dour as well known unto your ſelf as to any other, for al- 
though the CharaQter given them which they may make. 
uſe ot, in not dealing too ſtriftly juſt with thoſe to whom 
they are ſent, they are not by common reaſon therefore 
diſpenſed from giving to their Principals an exaCtrue and 
faithfull account to the utmoſt of their power, of all their 
tranſactions and intelligence gained, eſpecially in. the moſt 
eſſential parts thereof. And therefore that the Count 
D' 4vaux who hath fo many years performed the funCtion- 
of an Embaſladour, and that with ſo general E—_ 
of 
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of .all men, who if I may ſo ſay hath been educated 
under the tuition of the late Count D' Avaux, who hath 
gained the repute throughout the World to have been one 
of the greateſt Maſters in matters of Negotations . and 
Treaties, and who fully underſtood the duty of an Embal- 
fadour as is manifeſt by the Negotiations he hath treated. 
That he could fail in one of the nwoſt eſſential duties of an 
Embaſſadour, v4. the giving of a true and exact account to 
the King his Maſter of that which himſelf had treated about, 
and thar therein he would abuſehim, even ſuch a King who 
ſowell knoweth to make himſelf obeyed by thoſe that ſerve 


| him, or to puniſh the leaſt failure therein, will by none be 


conſented to who is not prejudiced. And this is alſo here- 
in confirmed, that the Lords of Amf/terdam had with the 
ne Lord Embaſladour ſuch a familiar converſe, that the 
other Members of the Aſſembly were ever therewith offen- 
ded ; and that the ſaid Lords of Amſterdam were admoniſh- 
cd to quit or moderate that ſo offending communication 
by the. other Members before the Aſſembly was met and 
ready to deliberate; and when ſeveral of the Members ſtood 
diſcourſing together, and at the end of their debates had 


quitted their places, even then the Lord Councellor Penſio- 


nary Hop with a great confidence, and to a farther diſcon- 
tent of very many Members, anſwered, that they under- 
Nood their liberty to go ſo often to the Lord Embaſladour 
as they ſhould think fit; yea, and that with ſo much grea- 
ter confidence he expreſt himſelf, that the faid Lords depu- 
ied of Amſterdam had inſerted ſome things in their advices, 
which the Miniſter of the King of Great Brittain ſhould 


have faid; and his Highneſs beng informed by the faid | 
Miniſter of England, that what wasalledged was untruth, and ? 
having thereot given notiee to the Aſſembly of 'the Lords | 


the States, with complaint concerning the conduct of thoſe 
of Amſterdam, At the ſame time,and onthe deliberation for 
| s | a far - 
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| a farther prohibition of communication with Foreign Mi- 


niſters concerning affairs of the State, The ſaid Lords 
Deputies in the Aſſembly in their turn expreſling their ſenſe 
by the mouth of the faid Lord Penſionary Hop, in a- 
braving manner declared they were reſolved not to ceaſe 
that communication, and that they would yet that After-- 
noon ſpeak with the Lord Embaſſadour of France, that the 
faid Lord Embaſladour gave them thereto encouragement, 
that he had ſpoke to them on Chriſtmas Eveof ſome matters 
concerning the Trade for St. Valery, and that on occaſion 
of theſe particular matters he ſometimes intermingled ſome 
State Afﬀairs, but that thereof they had given an account 
to the Lords their Principals, that they alſo had been at 
Delft to confer with them, that they were convinced of+ 
their endeavours to the welfare of the Republick, and there- 
fore were not obliged to refle&t on the jealouſie of the Mem-- 
bers ; but not in all this touching one word concerning the 
matters relating. to the: Commonwealth , whereof was 
treated between them and the faid Lord Embaſladour ; and' 
that the ſaid Lords of Amſterdam farther acknowledged that 
the ſaid Lords Zooft and Hop had been with the Embaſſa- 
dour the day before the writing of that Letter ; add thereto: 
that ſeveral matters mentioned in the fame Letter that the 
ſaid Lords: of Amſterdam ſhould have done, were alſo in 
truth by them effeted, as I ſhall hereafter more at large 
demonſtrate, and that ſo many circumſtances concurred 
with the ſaid fatas ſeldom can be brought together to make 
clearly out the truth of a matter treated of between a few 
perſons.

Sir, you may remember with what immoderate zeal the

France, and many other like diſcourſes you may remember, 
alſo how oft they have deſired that Debates ſhould be had

Lord Embaſſadour;hath' written inthis rhatter, you will no 
doubt remember thar'the Lords,of Amferdam inparticular 
diſcourſes/they had: withighe-Members ofthe Allemblly- be- 
fore - they had orderly: talent 8Neiniſtats,).as alto when the 
lame Members were riſes pfterithe conchuſton, and demit- 
ting 
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ting of the Aſſembly they had now and then ſpoken much of 
expedients that ought to be taken to keep the War out of 
the Spaniſh Netherlands in caſe the Spaniards ſhould accept 
none of the French Poſtulata, or accommodate themſelves 
with France ; that they alſo endeavoured particularly to in- 
form themſelves of his Highneſs, whether the Militia of 
this State in the Spaniſh Netherlands had any other order but 
onely to defend the Cities, and that ſome of them as here- 
before I have ſaid, had named the foreſaid procedures b

would promiſe his Majeſty to remain in the State where» 
in they were without making any ſteps which might 
make the Spaniards more obſtinate by the hopes of a new 
and greater ſuccour : and then afterwards, firſt in a Con- 
ference ( which he willingly would have had on the Six+ 
teenth of the ſaid Month, bur which was had on the Seven- 
teenth, for that the Deputies of Zo/and who were allo to 
beat the ſame;aſſiſted on the aforeſaid Sixteenth of February, 
at the deliberation which then was had in ZZe4and on the 
aforeſaid Letter of the Lord Embaſladour) and hath after- 
wards declared by a Memorial, that in caſe the States would 
engage to cauſe Spain to agree within two orthree Months 
to one of the Equivalents contained in the aforeſaid Memo- 
rial of the Fifth of November laſt, or a Truce of Twenty 
years, that his Majeſty would ceaſe all Hoſtilities againſt 
the Crown of Spain, but ſo that if the Spaniards ſhould 
ſuffer thoſe two or three Months to run out without effect, 
that then the States ſhould cauſe that their Troups now in 
the Spaniſh Netherlands ſhould not be otherwiſe employed 
than in defence of the places his Majeſty. of Spain there poſ-- 
ſeſſeth, that they-alſo ſhould promite to give no where ele 
any aſliſtence to Spain againſt his Majeſty of France or his 
Allyes, and that then France would promiſe to Beſiege or 
take no places in the Spaniſh Netherlands, yea not to at 
the Warany more on the open Countrey on condition that 
Spain ſhould alſo obſerve the fame, and reſerving to himſelf. 
to uſe his Arms elſewhere till that Crown ſhould compoſe - 
the Peace which it had broken. Or if the States would not 


: oblige themſelves thereto, and would: onely uſe earneſt en- 
'deavours to preſs Spair' to a friendly accommodation, that 


allo 
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alſs in fach a cafe his Majeſty would yield to a Ceflation 
of Arms in the Spaniſh Netherlands as long as the preſent 
War thould laſt, and alſo promiſe neither by Siege or other- 
wiſe to make himfelf Maſter of any-places in the Spaniſh 

Netherlands ; provided that the States on the-co 
ſhould oblige themſelves not onely that their Troups in 
the Spaniſh Netherlands thould onely be employed for de- 
fence of the places in. the faid Netherlands, but that alfo 
they ſhould give Spain no farther aſſiſtance in any other 
place whatſoever, nor to a&tdirectly nor indirectly againſt 
his Majeſty or his Allies ; and that alſo his Majeſty would 
oblige himſelf to perform no aQts of Hoſtility in the fore- 
faid' Spawiſh Netherlands, provided _—_ hall from the 
faid Nerherlauds act no Hoſtility againſt him, or if it would 
there continuethe War, that his Majeſty would then conti- 
nue it there onely againſt the open Countrey, for what can 
better agree with what the Lords of Amferdam had diſcour- 
ſed with the Lord Embaſſadour, they fay there muſt be no 
ſ] of making no new-Levies, but to leave matters in 
the ſame ſtatethey. were:m?:He doth alfo the fame by his 
firſt Memorial. They faythere ſhould bea Ceſſation of Hoſti- 
lity againſtrhe Cities in the Spaniſh Netherlands, provided 
that the State meddle not with the Quarrel elſewhere, or 
elſewhere help Spain, he doth-fo.likewife, and for that he 
feared it 'woutd offend, that that Celfatton of Holſtility 
ſhould not extend to the benefit of the open Countrey ; he 
profereth the fame alſo for ſo much .as concerneth the open 
countrey, if Spain on its' part wilt. got from the Netherlands 
- at ovght on the gpen'countrey of the French. - He prefen- 
'teth alſo thoſe Memorials: as hate as he can, ws then 
when he judgeth that he would bethereby fitted to ſupport 
the Lords of Amfterdam in their deſigns , fo that none be- 
fore-hand not ' prejudiced , can deny or doubt in. his 
"mind that what is contained in the atorchid:Eetter is in 
| truth 
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truth for ſo much as concerneth the eflential part, notcome 
to paſs and effeQted. | 
hat being ſo, we may conſider whether the Lords of ms 
fterdam may not be faid to have there in doneamils, yea great- 
ly done amiſs. I believe not that the ſaid Lords will them» 
(Uves call in doubt that what is faid in the foreſaid Letter 
to have been done by them ſhould not contain offences hnre- 
full in the utmoſt to the greatnefs and juſtnels of the State, 
and the welfare thereof, and capable to cauſe the ruine of 
the Countrey ; for what can be more hurtfall and hinder- 
ſome to the State that at this time ( when we ſhould endea- 
Vour either an- accommodation between parties at War tos - 
=_ or muſt experience the loſs of the Spaniſh Nether- 
ands, or to fall in diflerence concerning - the ſame with the 
King of France, and that as well the loſs of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands as the falling at odds with the King of Fraxce, 
would be very prejudicical to the State ) they ſhould par- 
ticulary diſcover tothe King of France, -or that which'is the 
ſame to his Embaſkdour the difference: which was in the 
State between the. Members thereof about finding out means . 
of accommodation ; that the one was of advice, - that te put 
our ſelves in ſecurity of not being ſurprized, was by railing , 
a greater number of Militia, and then ro ſpeak and endea- 
vour for a good and laftingaccommodation ; and that others | 
adviſed that without providing-any means of Defence, they 
muſt blindfold help to execute what France defired of 
Spain. Thatthe Lords of Amſterdam faid they would never 
yield to a Levy, but to doe what might be done to oblige 
Spainto accept one of the French propofals, for that theſe 


_communications could indeed be of no other effe& than 


more and more to encourage France to yield in nothing of 
what he pretended, 'and tp draw Spain more and' more off, 
and make him averſe from all that by this State ſhould be 
propoſed 'to him to the furtherance of a Peace ; for _ 
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the mediation of thePeace depended not on the will-of this 
State, but on the approbation of Spair, for that all what 
France pretendeth whether out of the head of his firſt pro- 
poſal, or by conſequence of the Equivalents, whereof was 
pertaining to Spain, and by that King muſt be yielded, and 
that Spain was ſo perſwaded that that which France de- 
manded was ſo unjuſt, that. Spain deſired that his Allies to- 
gether would examine whether the foreſaid pretenſions 
were founded on reaſon, adding, that if they ſhould judge 
the ſaid pretenſions were juſt, he would much yield in ſuch 
a.caſe to the judgment of his Allies, we could in ſuch a caſe 
never make this State more unfit to uſe endeavours with 
Spain for an accommodation, than todeclare to France that 
we ſhould force Spaiy to the acceptance of one of the afore- 
faid propoſitions, that we inceſſantly endeavoured the ſame. 
employing all our credit to make diſputes in the Cities, a 
alſo withhold what in caſe of need might ſerve us in ſome 
meaſure to defend the State, to wit the Levy of the fore- 
faid Men. And what could more move Fraxce to yield 
nothing, as being aſcertained, not from without or from 
ſome: out of the Government, but of ſuch a conſiderable 
Member of the ſame Government, that the ſaid Member 
uſed its- utmoſt endeavours with an incredible zeal and 
application tobring Spain to. accept one of the foreſaid pro- 
poſals, and to withhold that which in any manner might 
ſerve to put off the firſt puſh, if no accommodation could 
have been made with. Fraxce,. which was the foreſaid new 
Levies, ſince France was thereby aſſured that Spain muſt 
Either yield to theaforeſaid conditions, or that otherwiſe he 
finding Spain and this State . without any power to. reliſt, 
-andgiving him all opportunity with the approaching Spring 
to. ſettle and. bring to. etiet his deſigns to poſleſs himſelf not 
.onely-of the forejaid Netherlands, but allo. of this State ; I 
leave it to the judgment of wiſer perſons, if this be, nor 
=> criminal 
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criminal and deſerving NES in the higheſt , for that 
it hurteth to the utmoſt the ſecurity of the State, by diſco- 
vering the weakneſs thereof to thoſe whom the State ought 
chietly to. tear, and animated them withall not to diminiſh 
of his demands, and put a ſufficient opportunity into his 
hands of carrying the Spaniſh Netherlands, to the utmoſt 
detriment of this State, if not this State it ſelf at laſt. 
Secondly it appeareth by the aforeſoid Letter, that the 
Lords of Amſterdam in conſult with the French Embaſſa- 
dour, andanimated by the kindneſs the King of France pre- 
tendeth ro have for them, and fortified by the means he 
propoſed to them, had openly withſtood the faid Levy 
and cauſed many Diſputes in ſeveral of the Cities concerning 
the ſame; you may, Sir, hereby judge whether it be not 
criminal to raiſe diſputesamong the Members of the Aſſem- 
bly, and animated thereto by the ſervice a Foreign Prince 
pretendeth they doe him therein, and ſtrengthned by the 
means which that Foreign Prince propoſeth ; yea, and that 
of a Prince who by his Forces hath attacked an Allye of 
this State, in a place in which the State hath ſo ſenſible an 
intereſt, and whither the State hath ſent aſſiſlence to that 
Allye ſo attacked, and theſe aid aſſiſting Troups are aQtu- 
ally employed to the aſliſtence of the Attacked againſt the 
Artacker, and that theſe diſputes are occaſions to put and 
keep the State out of a poſture of needfull defence, 

Thirdly, That the Lords of 4mfterdamhave, ifnot perſo- 
nally, yet openly concerted with the French Embaſladour 
concerning overtures whereby this State ſhould be e d 
either to force Spain to accept one of the French propor, 
or: to deſert them on condition onely that France 
leave the places in the Spaniſh Netherlands unattacked and 
continue to moleſt the open Countrey with _— 
Contributions; that they had earneſtly inſiſted that-he waul 
preſent a Memorial ;to that efte&t whereby they would be 
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in 2 condition to cfiect the buſineſs ; if that be not alſo cri- 
minal and puniſhable in the higheſt degree, I willingly 
leave to the cenſure of wifer and tharper judgments. 'I very 
well know how that matter was refented in the year 1666. 
and what Letters ſome Miniſters of this State, being then in 
France, have written notwithſlanding that what then paſſed 
hath no more compariſon with this preſent affair, than a 
Goat toan Elephant ; for what can be more hurttull and - 
difadvantageous to the greatneſs of this State, than that a 
Member of one Province by particulat authority, without 
knowledge of its other Fellow Members, ſhould in ſuch 
a, manner deal with a Foreign Prince who hath Attacked 
one of the Allyes of the State, who-muſt be aſſiſted by 
that State, and. is already aQually aſliſted, and ſhould 
confer with that Foreign Prince, not onely to make ineffec- 
tual, ' but even to break the Treaty the State hath made 
with the Attacked 2 where is it (wherein the State muſt 
find its ſecurity,,. ( as the faid Lords of Amſterdam have 
often ſaid -) by Allyances and ContradQts with Foreign Prin- 
c&s againſt the over power of others, which by their own 
power they cannot etiect;) and what can bring ſuch Al- 
lyances and contratts in more diſcredit with Foreign Prin- 
ces, than-that they ſhall perceive that it is in the power 
of, 088-:Province, yea;*of one Member of a Province by 
its own Capricio to make ineffetual Treaties ſolemnly 
made, -or- to withhold the effet thereof ? and how can it 
be born- by 'the Supreme Authority, that whereas bythe 
coaſtizution of the Government of theſe Countreys, ane . 
Province atone (how Sovereign ſoever # be ) cannot enter 
no Treaties with Foreign Princes; that' one Member of a 

ravince,- to wit, the Lords of Amfferdam ſhall propofe or 
at leaſt concert with the faid Embaſſadour without knows- 


hedge of the Government concerning ſuch overtures of ac? 
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commodation, and deſire him to propoſe the ſame by a 
Memorial,: and that they hope by that means to bring them 
to effet? I will.not now ſpeak of the Propofals themlelves 
ſo diſonourable: and fo unfit, that every one that hath yet 
remaining in him but 'a ſmall portion of Fidelity and Ho- . 
nour, muſt have for the fame the utmoſt abhorrence ; for 
what can be-more diſhonourably imagined, ' than that 
this State which is obliged to detend Spain againſt unjuſt 
Force, ſhould by a publick Treaty oblige it elf to force 
Spain to that which France alone by force and over power 
acquireth of Spain (as Spain ſays) and not by Right and 
Juitice, and that ina time when Spain will permit this State 
to examine the juſtice or injuſtice of the Frexch pretenfions, 
or if they could not arrive thereto, that by a publick Treaty 
they ſhould oblige themſelves to give Spazn over to the will 
of France ; and that in all parts of the World France might 
at his pkaſure exerciſe all force and wrong on Spair, onely 
that the Cities in the Spaniſh Netherlands might not be At- 
tacked, yea, that in the ſame Netherlands they might act 
on the open Countrey theſe horrible ſorts of executions of 
which in tormer Wars hath not been heard ? In truth if this 
conduct of affairs had not been fo publickly and' clearly 
ſeen, it could not be imagined that fuch a Government as 
is that of 4mfterdam ſhould have arrived fo far, to give fo 
evident a proof of a perfidiouſneſs fo great and unheard of. 
I cannot deny that ir may ſometimes have happened that 
one hath left his Friend and Allye in need, and alrchon 

it be very ill done, and that God hath often ſadly punith- 
cd ſuch pertidiouſneſs, yet hath the deſerter always found 
or made a pretence to colour that his ſaying, that he conld 
no longet affiſt his Friend ; but fo far as | can remember 
no inſtance can be found that a Prince or State without 
any the teat reafon thould oblige himfelf by a particalar 
Treaty, to force his Friend to yield to what 'is utyuftly 
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required of him or to give him over, to the pleaſure of his 
oppoſite party, when the oppoſite party hath not put that 
his pleaſure in execution in preſence of the deſerter of his 
Friend; beſides that when that ſcandalous and diſhonoura- 
ble dealing could not produce that expeCted effe, for that 
Spain finding it ſelf treated in ſuch a baſe manner one- 
ly that the Spaniſh Netherlands might remain ſafe, and 
that thereby the War would. but the more furiouſly be 
tranſported to his other Countries and Kingdoms would 
ſoon find means to ſecure himſelt from that danger by a 
yielding over or changing theſe Countreys which they 
deſire to preſerve in the Spaniſh Netherlands, for 
y_ which Spain in former Wars had. now or formerly 
lo 
Fourthly, It appeareth by the foreſaid Letter that the 
Lords of Amſterdam had ſpoke with the faid Lord Em- 
baſladour concerning the ſecurity which they in particu- 
Tar were to give, if the State ſhould. not approve to 
yield thoſe matters his Majeſty had propoſed. You may, 
Sir, caſily conceive that this is not a leſs but at leaſt as 
great a crime as any of the forementioned, for how can it 
agree with the Majeſty of the State, that: one of the Mem- 
| bers of the ſame ſhould give ſecurity to a Foreign Prince 
to effet that the State ſhould grant thoſe conditions which 
the ſaid Foreign Prince defireth of them, yea, how can it 
be ſuffered by a Sovereign State, that one of the Members 
ſhall comprehend all the reſt, or if that cannot be effected, 
ſhall engage itſelf to agree apart concerning other patticular 
Securities which this Member ſhould then give to a Foreign 
Prince? | 
Laſtly, by the faid Letter it alſo appeareth, that the de- 
ſign on foot to cauſe the ſaid Embaſſadour to preſent the 
foreſaid Memorial, was to raiſe the good: Subjects againſt 
the Government, as if the Government were inclined tothe 
War, 
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be effe&ted, and had thereby made on the one ſide all coun- 
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War, and that the King of France preſented and proffered 
Peace, and that the Ciry of Amferdam lending thereto their 
helping hand, ſought to evade the War, and that his High- 
neſs and the other Members who in that matter could not 
joyn with the Lords of Amfterdam ſought to engage the 
State in a fad and deplorable War, whereas his Highneſs 
and all the Members compoſing the Aſſembly of States have 
oftenideclared with the utmolt ſincerity, that they defign- 
ed nothing elſe thaw if it were any ways poſlible to help to : 
allay theſe differenees by- an accommodation, which ac 
cording to the- preſent conſtitution 'of- times-and matters 
might be in any maaner- eſteemed honourable and ſecure ; 
and that they would concerning the-ſame, enter into Con- 
ference with Spai#, and- the other their high Allyes, - fince 
unto Spain belonged that which ſhould be facrificed to the 
Peace ; and that by the aforeſaid written Letter no ſecurity 
for Peace was made, neither could be, if it werenot ſecured 
by a good Guaranty of other Princes and States, and that : 
for the obtaining that Guaranty there was nothing to beex- 
pected or hoped,. if--concerning,ghat Peace there were no 
conſultation with the ſaid high Allyes, and they induced 
to the conditions thereof, yea, to hear all the Members 
who frequented the Aſſembly ; alſo the Lords deputed 
of the City of Amſterdam have often been neceſſitated 
to acknowledge that all the meaſures his Highneſs rook were 
towards a Peace, and that his Highneſs had not given to - 
any of them reaſons to ſuſpe& that he was not inclined to 
a Peace: And, Sir, you know what reaſon I haveto be well 
perſwaded, that the Peace had been long ſince attained, at 
leaſt would have been much furthered, and that the inha- 
bitants of the Country would have had much leſs trouble 
if the Lords of Amferdam by their conduct had not given 
France cauſe to hope to obtain better conditions: than could }. 
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- cel and inducement, which could have been made with 
Spain invalid , and on the other fide ſtirr'd up Fraxce to 
yield nothing, and to quit nothing of his Demands and Pro- 
poſals by him made as conditzons of Peace; yea, Sir, you 
well know that when here in the Zagze entrance was made 
into a Treaty with Spain, and the other high Allyes who 
had here expreſly their Miniſters to enter into a Conference 
of Propoſals for accommodation, that onthe partof the Lords 

f Amſterdam inthe Aﬀlemblyot the States, where (in con- 
Haro of the confidence and ſecurity which ſhould be 
among Allyes and friends, having one and the fame deſign) 
then, concerning the keeping ſecret, not of: that which 
ſhould be brought te a concluſion, for that was proflered 
to be made known when it was proper , but. of that 
which in that Conference might happen, yet without con- 
cluding; and then concerning many Queſtions, Specu- | 
lations and the like, which: could not, but cauſe a great 
ſuſpicion, ,and alienate the minds of the high Allyes, trom 
oneanother, there-hath often-ſuch Propoſitions iſſued forth 
from which nothing elle = be concluded but that the 
Lords of Amſterdam muſfhavt had a defign to ſmother the 
ſaid Conference in the beginning, and to make it fruitleſs ; 
and that the other Members of the States Aſſembly were in 
this their condudt, -and ſo ating much diſlatisfied, and have 
much blamed them all, noneexcepted. 

I muſt, Sir, as; you whether a rational man, and who 
isa lover of the weltare of his Countrey, and of that Reli- 
gion and freedom in ſo great eſteem with our Forefathers 
ihall be found, who'ſeeing fuch a [Letter - written by an 
Embaſhdour, who hath managed the affairs of his Maſter 
in this Countrey ſo many years, and hath been before em- 
ployed in the hke affairs, ſecingand knowing that what is 
written in the ſaid Letter ſo well agreeth witlt that which 
hath happened and was tranſaQted even by the ſaid Lords 

of 
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of Amſterdam as here before at large I have demonſtrated 
and knowing that that which was contained in the faid 
Letter, if it-agreed with the truth, was in the higheſt 
criminal and puniſhable, and that this Republick could not 
ſubſiſt, but muſt periſh if ſuch tranſaftions were tolera- 
ted that every Member who could not in Aſſembly effect 
the matter to, his deſire, might concert with the Miniſters 
of Foreign Princes, and joyn with them, and conclude how 
beſt to oblige the other Members, thereto, would not doe 
at leaſt ſo much as to contribute what could be thought 
thereof to attain the truth contained in that Letter, and 
ſince it could from nowhere elſe better appear than out of 
the Papers which poſſibly might be found in the Lodgings 
of the Lords of Amſterdam here in the Fagae, and in the 
Chamber of the Lord Councellor Penſionary Hop, who 
had for the moſt part held the conferences with the ſaid 
Lord Embaſſadour, and where the Members knew that the 
Lords of Amſterdam had cauſed the continuance of thoſe 
Conferences, notwithſtanding the other Members had de- 
monſtrated to be offended and ſcandalized thereat, whether 
they were not alſo obliged to take care that thoſe Papers 
ſhould be ſealed, to the end the States, after all the depu- 
ted Lords ſhould have made their report- to the Lards 
their Principals, might. be in condition to deliberate 
and reſolve on what they ſhould find —_— to have 
done or left therein, for that 1s all that hitherto hath been 
done, . or ordained by the States, wiz. that the forsſfaid over- 
ture which his Highneſs ſhould make, ſhould be received 
with, cloſed doors, . that the mentioned Lords Zooft and 
Hop ſhould abſent while his Highneſs made the'ſame over- 
ture, that the foreſaid Papers ſhould be ſcaled up, that the 
yihole overture ſhould be kept Secret, except, that thereof 
Was 9.be given age jr tq the Councils of the ſever Cities, 
and of the ſcaling of them onely wo the Lords — 
a 
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and all this upon Oath, that the ſaid matter might be ma- 
naged with as little noiſe as was poſſible, till the reſpec- 
tive Burgomaſters and Councils having had knowledge 
of all things might diſpoſe of Aﬀairs, and it the Lords Burgo- 
maſters and Council of the forefaid City, had not onely been 
the firſt who had writ their foreſaid Letter tothe other Mem- 
bers, but alſo connived at 'the publick Printing thereof, 
the aforeſaid matter might have been as little noited abroad 
as other matters which in the like manner were debated in 
the Aſſembly with ſhut doors in ſecret, and without noiſe. 
But it is ſaid that hereby is deminiſhed the freedom and ſe- 
curity which thoſe Deputies who were in the Aſſembly 
ought to enjoy as to their perſons and Papers : For what con- 
cerneth the perſons, the'complaint is 'yet too unripe, for 
againſt the perſons of the ſaid Lords Deputies hath nothing 
been determined, but I would have asked whether thoſe 
who are deputed to the Aſſembly have thereby. a licence 
to commit and a&t whatſoever they think good without 
being for the ſame ſearched or puniſhed ; I believe not that 
it will be faid by any, at leaſt thoſe that would fay it, muſt - 
then ſuppoſe that thoſe deputed to ſuch an Aſſembly might 
alfo ſell their Countrey tothe Enemy ; and that the Aſſem- 
bly of States which is deſigned for the good ofthe Countrey, 
and is ſo needfull and ſerviceable for the*peace and conſer- 
vation of the ſame, might produce the hurtfulleſt effects 
to the ſaid Countrey without means of puniſhing ſuch 
evil doers, and thoſe who abuſed the freedom of ſuch an 
Afſembly in. ſuch an unfit ; and , diſhonourable, way ;- but 
thar being otherwiſe, and the forefaid Aﬀembly being onety 
deſigned to prevent any ill effe&t that might accrue to the 
Commonwealth, therefore thoſe who' under pretence of 
fuch an Afembly, and that they are Members thereof 
whien. they ſhalt come to contrive_fach matters as otiel\ 

tend rothie ſubverſion of the liberty; and the rue of theh 
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Countrey muſt not think they may evade by a fair pretence 
of liberty and freedom, the ſearch which their Lawfulland 
Sovereign Authority doth reſolve to make; but it is aid the 
Lords of Amſterdam were not admitted to make their De- 
fence in relation to' the contents of the faid Letter. But 
leave it to your judgment how juſtly this is objeted, for 
the Lords of Amſterdam complain now that the Nobility 
and the other Deputies, whereof the Aſſembly of the States 
was:then compoſed, did refolve to ſeal up thoſe Papetrs, 
the ſealing up whereof was performed in that manner, 
which was leaſt offenſive, the ſame ſealing up of 
them being onely a mere ſecuring of them-; and had 
no communication with any criminal proceſs ; The Lords 
Deputies leaving all matters -as they were, that when the 
reſpetive Councels of the Cities ſhould have had cogni- 
ſance of what. had _ they might deliberate what was 
to be done, viz. whether they ſhould proceed to a farther 
examinatian either of the foreſaid ſealed Papers, or to hear 
and examine thoſe wiw' had -held thoſe: Conferences with 
the ſaid Lord Embaſſadour, and alſo of others who might 
be detected to have had — thereof. If they had 
proceeded to the hearing of the faid Lords, would it not 
then have been faid that the Aſſembly of the States had de- 
figned to begin. a criminal proceſs by the examination of the 
ſaid Lords:which the ſaid Afſembly ought not to doe, 'it be- 
ing. a9 ſeat of Juſtice > and what more might be faid tothat 
parpoſe.; It 15-further ſaid concerning the forementioned 
Lords df Amferdam, that this Letter was writby a Foreign 
Miniſter, which-could import-fiothing tothe hurtof a third 
Perſort;/ but it was alſo true that the Writer thereof was an 
Embaſſadour who:gave an 'zccount' to his King, and who 
was obliged-to give tliat account in the beſt and trueft man- 


ner 3: it. alſd: out -of "that Letter how neatly he 
therein difupguiſbed what the Lordsof 4m/erdam had con- 
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certed with him what they had propoſed to him, and what 
they had undertaken to effect and turther what was known 
to him of the matterunder diſpute, whatſoever ſenſe he had 
thereof, the duties he had to obſerve with them, and the 
duty in which he was obliged to his Maſter, and eſpeciatly 
that his Majeſty was therein in the higheſt concerned, that 
he might know and be well informed of all what paſſed here, 
and that he therefore to know . his Majeſty's intentions: on 
what he had written, had ſent the faid' Letter with an-ex- 
preſs ; he was alſo a Miniſter who kept with the Lords of 
Amſterdam a. perte& friendſhip and correſpondency, who 
by. their councel had, been to confer with the other Members 
of the Aſſembly, and again;with whom:the Lords of Am- 
ſeterdam, uſed ip greatcpntidence that they would rather load 
on themſelves, the; ſcandal and; the-ſuſpicion/ of the other 
Kombers of the States Aſſembly than-to.mils:the ſaid con- 
verlation ; but it is ſaid the deſig was Peace, and all the 
Members, profeſſed; their inclination thereto, ' and it was not 
ponies to correſpond with ſuch Foreign-Miniſters whoſe 

Aaſters were in-friend{hip with this State. 'As concerning 
the matter, of the. Peace I have. ſpoken before, and alſo 
ſhewed. it to. be a Crimen . leſe#. Majeſtatis in the firſt and 
higheſt: dere to ugdertake' fuch negotiations as are men- 
tioned 1n the faid Letter, which the Lords of Amſterdamhad 
held with the faid Lord the French Embaſſadour ; it cannot 
alſo not be thought by any - one that : it. ſhould be lawful 
in a State obliged to.one another in ſach:manner, and com- 
oling one = of Government as daththis State, - that-one 
Member of one.of the. Members of thit Body ſhould com- 
prehendall the other Membets in matters of Peace, wherein 
all the others cannot comprehend that one.Member; and 1 
would that any one were CL and.fo underſtanding- and. tharp 


witted who ſhould then tell ge what aGovernmentws hadin 
this Countrey, where was the SoyercigriBdwer lodged, vand 
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with whom men had to treat and contract, and how far might 
extend the Capricios of one Member who deſigneth to di- 
ing it ſelf from all the other Members, each of 
which hath the ſame right with this Member, and who 
eſteem themſelves as good Patriots of their Countrey, as 
that one Member, and to be as much inclined to Peace as 
that one ſeparate Member, and who would treat and con- 
trat with a Government conſtituted in that manner. I 
will not now enter into theExamination, whether and how 
far Members of the ſame Government may undertake to 
correſpond with Miniſters of Foreign Princes, and how that 
is underſtood in this Republick, but I will onely-ſay that i 
have ſeen when the Queen of England, in the year 1588, 
endeavoured to treat-of Peace with Spain, and thatin that 
matter there was there in this Countrey no ſimall dif: 
ment in the Aſſembly of Z/o/and, that the Members thereof 
were not onely obliged to abſtain from all correſpondeace, 
but were alſoobliged to diſcover all what occurred to them 
* even-from that Queenorany one whomſoever of her Mini- 
ſters, notwithſtanding we were in a very ſtrict Allyance 
with her Majeſty, and had. from her Majeſty an actual af 
ſiſtence, and had alſo two Councellors of, her Majeſty pre> 
ſent in our Council of State, to whom then the greateſt part 
of the dired&tion'of, Aﬀairs, was imparted ;; but the matteriis 
not whether any Member of the State keep correſpondence 
with a Foreign Miniſter, -but whether it may be 'permitted 
to any Member of the Government whazloeyer to keepſuch 
correſpondences, as are, mentioned, in, ghe foreſgid: Letter.

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Fter I had witten the aforeſaid, there came to my 
hands a Memorial preſented to this State by the 
Count D' Avaux Embaſſadour of the King of France the 
28th of this Month; I acknowledge I could never have 
thought that a Lord of ſo great a capacity and experience 
could have reſolved to preſent a Memorial of that kind, and 
that the zeal for defending the Lords of Amſterdam who 
have ſo much miſtaken themſelves, and ated in ſuch a 
criminal manner againſt the Majeſty and Sovereignty of 
the State, had fofar prevailed with him thus to expreſs him- 
ſelf as appeareth by the faid Memorial, which alſo more 
and more confirmeth the faid correſpondency, and more 
and more accuſeth the ſaid Lords. The firſt thing that the 
Lord Embaſſadour in the ſaid Memorial faith. is in effect 
{ what he had faid by word of mouth to thoſe deputed b 
the Lords the States who were with him in Conference 
that he had informed his Majeſty of the matter, as in truth 
itwas, but in that manner as he ſuppoſed he muſt repreſent 
it to his Maſter ; and-that he therefore in that Letter had 
alledged many circumftances which agreed not with the 
truth of the matter. For firſt, what can more. ſtrongly 
ſerve 'to deſtroy all the Conferences that he had with him 
the Lord Embaſſadour, and which he ſhould repreſent to- 
his Maſter, according to the truth what had therein paſſed, 
when the faid Embatladour by a formal Memorial, faith, . 
that he repreſented the matter to his Maſter, not asthey are, 
but as he judged it beſt to repreſent it, and who- will be- 
lieve that ſo conſiderable a perſon having the honour to- 
ſerve ſuch a King ſhould take upon him to relate matters-. 
: G m- 
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in another form than in truth they were acted ; yea, who 
will believe that in this Relation he hath ſo done, ſince the 
ſaid Lord Embaſſadour was firſt ſo caretull to add in the ſame 
Letter the trouble he was in that he could no-ſooner adviſe 
his Majeſty of what here paſſed, and how much his Majeſty 
was therein concerned that he - might be well informed of 
what here paſſed, chiefly when therein may be remarked, 
that of himiclf and without order he dare not make the leaſt 
ſep or advance though much thereto ſolicited, and 
how ſerviceable ſoever himſelf might judge it, how much 
he hatl: in regard the intereſt of his Maſter when he truly 
ſpeaketh ; and agreed to points whuch might be urged of 
him yet with that precaution that his Majeſty ſhould not 
thereby be forepromiſed, than that his Maſter ſhould not 
thereby be too much engaged ; and again that his Maſter 
might not be hindred to doe what he ſhould judge beſt? 
None can imagine that a Miniſter even in that Letter, who 
hath ſuch reſpe& to his Maſter's intereſt, and with thoſe 
who ſeek+to : deal with him in that manner underſtandeth 
hqw to beableto Treat ; and yetin the ſaid Letter to repre- 
fentthetruth that happened otherwiſe thanit came to paſs. 
It is alſo worth obſervation, that whereas the ſaid Lord Em- 
Lafladour in the aforeſaid Memorial alledgeth, thet for the 
ordering, of a Conference concerning the Ship La Reg/e, he 
ſhould not have uſed the condu&, of which in the faid Letter 
mention. is made : The Lords of Amſterdam on the contrary 
by their advice acknowledge and avow that conduct. ,. Se- 
condly, It is, to be obſerv'd that the faid Lord Embaſſadour 
by the toreſaid Memorial alledgeth, that the aforeſaid Letter 
either” through ignorance or malice was wrong uncifered, 
and that therefore no credit was to. be given to the ſame, 
whereas the mentioned Embaſladour in that Memorial 


yicldeth that he had writ what had paſſed concerning the, =: 


Ship,-.La Reg/e ſo as it was uncifered ;- yea, that he had 
: $ written 
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written concerning the trouble of ſome of the Members of 
the State concerning the devaſtation of the open Countrey, 
by which the mentioned Barrier would come to fink or 
vaniſh in the ſame manner as it is uncifered, from whence 
neceſſarily muſt follow that the fame cifers which in the 
reſt were uſed alſo, ſignifie the ſame Letters which they 
have ſignified in the ſaid periods, and how can any one be 
taken tor an Impoſtor or Cozener who ſendeth wirthall the 
Key wherewith he hath uncitered it, and who mentioneth 
the A. B. C. and the other Letter which by 'Cifers have 
been ſignified, which A.B.C. and thoſe other Letters have 
as well been uſcd in the paſhges ſpoken of the foreſaid 
Ship La Reg/e, and the atoreſaid devaſtation of the afore- 
ſaid open Countrey, as in the other paſſages wherein is 
carped ? he the ſaid Lord Embaſladour toucheth further in 
the torclaid Memorial on two paſſages, which he faith are 
very maliciouſly turned to a wrong ſenſe ; the firlt is the 
paſtage which in what is uncifered inferreth, that the Lords 
of Amſterdam were but little moved. concerning the pre- 
tended coming over of 135, for in the uncifering that num- 
ber 1s uſed, and itis truethat ſome Lords of the Government 
have:thought that by that was meant the coming over of 
the' Heer Penſionary Heinfus, ſince the fame had as well 
writ from France as by word of mouth here reported that the 
State ought to put it ſelf in a polture of Defence, then the 
Peace would then in all likelihood follow, and they muſt 
not ſuffer themſelves to be amuſed by promiſes to neg- 
let that. which to the aforeſaid defence was neceſlary, 
and yet no man notwithſtanding hath ever ſaid, much leſs 
the unciferer of the aforeſaid Letter, that that number de- 
ſigned the Heer Heinſrus : what malignity there might be 
herein; I cannot conceive, for true it is, that the Lords de- 
puted of the City of Amſterdam would never give credit to 
that, nor to other advertiſements, thinking and always 
G 2 ſaying 
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"ſaying they were better informed, and therein expreſt them- 
® ſelves even ſofar that in their turn giving their advice they 
feared not to ſay that although they were ſingular, yer it 
ſometimes happened that one alone might ſee as far and as 
much as all the reſt x8. But I pray what is there in this 
Explication that is ſo remarkably malicious, when the ſaid 
Embaſladour faith, that the uncifering doth not infer that 
the Lords of Amſterdam were not a little allarmed at the 
pretended arrival of that Letter, which faith that they 
onely ſought to abuſe them, when as no man that I knew 
hath drawn out of that period any thing, or would charge 
on the Lords of Amſterdam as an offence, that they were 
more-or leſs credulous or ſcrupulous. The Second period 
is that which ſpeaketh of the Heer Paets, and others well 
intentioned who had now again taken courage and joyned 
themſelves to Amſterdam, and who had ſaid to their friends 
thatthey never had conceived that his Majeſty would have 
done ſo much as was now done in Flanders with annex- 
ing the number 180. It is true the words have but ſmall 
ſenſe, except onely that it might thereout be concluded, 
that the ſame whom the Lord Embaſladour in that peri- 
od named or deſigned began again to appear, encouraged 
thereto by the good which they never expected the King 
would have done or did. And the faid Embaſſadour faith 
not alone that that uncifering is falſe, but confirmeth the 
fame very lift, when by the aforeſaid Memorial, he faith, 
that what is Cifered ſuppoſeth that all the well minded 
whom he there nameth good Republicans had reaſſumed 
courage, that they had faid to their friends that they ne- 
ver had conceived that his Majeſty would doe ſo many 
things as he now did in favour of the good party, but that 
is true that no man hath thought that there was a party 
ſo afhxed to France, .and of which Amſterdam was the 
head, and for which his Majeſty would doe ſo many 
things 
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rial, and had placed the Lords of Amſterdam and the good

things, of which no man bad given the Oqyerament, w 

knowledge, either direQly or indirectly ; and rhence' bad 
alſo been no knowledge thereof, if the faid Lord Embaiſa- 
dour had not fo clearly mentioned it in the foreſaid Memo- 
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Republicans together ; and in one place, what offence it is 
to make ſuch a Party in a State, and that alſo with Foreign- 
ers, is very well known, and there be Capital Examples there- 
of to be produced out of the Regiſter of the States, which 
will alſo be ſhewn when the Matter ſhall be brought before 
the Judgment-ſeat. What concerneth the laſt Point con- 
cerning the ſecurity, which ſhould be required of theſe of 

Amſterdam in particular, I will ſpeak thereof no more, fcr 

that in my latter I have made ample mention thereof : I will 

onely ſay, that the ſaid Lord Embaſſadour hath faid By the 

faid Memorial, that he well knew particulars could not give 

it, and that his Majeſty never would have deſired it ; and 

that 'yet the Lords of Amſterdam in their Information ſay, 

That he the Lord Embaſladour had often urged it from them, 

yea ſo far, that they denying it, he ſhould have expreſt his 
diſpleaſure ; whether this agreeth together, judge ye. I can * - 
do no better than to fay, that the Lords of Amſterdam have 
ſuffered themſelves to be amuſed by deceitfull promiſes, as 
the Prieſt of the Lord Embaſſadour well faith in his Note, 
who by the faid Memorial they would fay to be ſuch a ſim- 
ple fellow, to thoſe who are not acquainted with him, but 
who hath a quite other reputation by thoſe to whom he is 
in any manner known. I will hencewith conclude, and 
onely ſay, that it needs muſt be a great gricf to me and all 
good Patriots, that the Lords of Amſterdam have uſed (o.ill 
a Condu&t, and taken (o wrong a path, and to ſo great a 
diſadvantage of their Country, as to put and maintain the 
ſame in a State, without defence, through their abſtraſting 
the ſaid Levy, and in that manner expoſe the fame to the 
utmoſt 
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dinger gn the Promiſe or Conditions of Peace, which 
the State old not be brought forth, for that.it depend- 
on the \ "Krug of Spain, and which was declared by 
the Spaviſh Miniſters þere, as alſo by the Miniſter of this 
State reſiding in Spain, that it never would be agreed to by 
Spain, let the event be what it will, and that they draw

Lords of Amſterdam, in which Caſe the faid Lords of A4m- 
fterdam are notoriouſly guilty of Crimes, Leſez Majeſtatis, 
as is before demonſtrated, or that the aforeſaid Lord Em- 
baſſadour hath not repreſented matters according;to truth in 
the forefaid Letter, and hath not therein proceeded with 


them in that juſt manner which ſo important a matter re- 


quired ; in which Caſe the ſaid Lords of Amferdam, if they 


-were ſuch good and ſincere Patriots as they pretend to be, 


and would clear themſelves of all Partifhip, of which the 
ſaid Lord Embaſſadour maintaineth in the forefaid Letter 
they ought to ſhew their Reſentment againſt thoſe who fo 
wrongfully and infinuatingly would make them to be ſul. 
pected ; and finding themſelves amuſed by deceitfull promi- 
ſes,*and urder colour thereof endeavoured to make the Par- 
tiſhips, they would at laſt join with their fellow-members, 
and. with ſuch zeal and inclination as was fitting, would con- 
cur to the eſtabliſhing of thoſe means which all their other 
fellow-members judge reaſonable and neceſſary for the 
common detence without longer amuſing themſelves with 
thoſe who create ſuch intreagues to ſo great a detriment. of 
'the State, chiefly ſince the ſaid Lord Embaſſadour , his
